‘Controller Wetherell’s plan to draw upon 
special funds to meet current of 


expenses 
the city will meet decided opposition if he 
attempts to execute it. There are several : 


trust funds which are regarded as sacred, 
and the claim is made that the Controller 
has no right to use the money in these funds 
for purposes other than that for which they 
are intended. The intimation is thrown out 
that Mayor Swift will take a hand in the 
management of the city finances when he re- 
turns, and the statement is made that he 
Will have no trouble getting the banks to 
take the tax warrarsits as they are needed. 

There are two funds in the City Treasury 
that are beyond the reach of any Controller. 
One is the Firemen’s and Policemen’s Pen- 
sion Fund and the other is the special as- 
seasment fund. It is exceedingly difficult 
to get figures as to the condition of these 
funds, The Controller is out of the city and 
the statement is made at the City Treasur- 
ers office that the latter official has no 
means of knowing the condition of these 
funds, The intimation is made that the pen- 
sion fund has already been exhausted and 
that the special assessment fund has been 
drawn upon. This is denied by the clerks 
in the Controller’s office, but they are una- 
ble to give any figures or make any kind of 
an authorized “statement in the absence of 
Mr, Wetherell. | 

The condition of these funds seems to be 

a simple matter of bookkeeping and it is 
Mr Wetherell’s system that recently caused 
the friction with the Board of Education. It 
seems that the money is all placed in a gen- 
eral fund when it goes into the City Treas- 
ury. Noone but the Controller has any track 
of the proportion that belongs to each fund 
1E he refuses to distribute it when it comes 

n. 

The advantage of keeping the money in a 
general fund is that the Controller is not 
bothered when a particular fund is exhaust- 
ed by asking the Council to transfer the 
money from some other fund to the one that 
is short. The theory is that things will even 
up at the end of the year and if a department 
draws upon its fund faster than its propor- 
tion ot the money comes in the Controller 
can supply the demand without really know- 
ing the fund is exhausted. The claim is if 
the books were balanced and the funds dis- 
tributed the Firemen and Policemen’s Pen- 
sion Fund would be short, It has been main- 
tained from time to time by some of the city 
officials that the money should be distrib- 
uted when it is received and not after it has 
been spent. 

The claim-is made that the law directs 
that the money shall be distributed as it 
comes in. This is the reason why the School 
Board has demanded of the County Clerk 
that the school taxes be extended separate- 
ly from the municipal taxes. If this is done 
the money will be collected as school taxes, 
turned into the City Treasury as schoo! 
taxes, and the Controller cannot get it into 
the general fund. 

An attempt was made to ascertain at the 
Controller’s office just how much money is 
to the credit of the special assessment fund 
on the books, but the information could not 
be obtained. It is believed that in the neigh- 
borhood of $600,000 has been turned over by 
the County Treasurer this year, and it is es- 
timated County Treasurer Kochersperger 
has something like $1,500,000 special assess- 
ment taxes in his possession. e city itself, 
it is said, owes the und over $1,000,000. This 
is due to the fact that the Council has never 
appropriated any money to pay for street 
improvements for which city property has 
been assessed. If an attempt was made to 
pay all the obligations against the special 
assessment fund it would be found, it is said, 
there is not enough money in the fund or due 
it hn meet them. a

STEALING CITY WATER. 

Up to Friday the city had succeeded in se- 
curing much evidence tending to show that 
some of the firms at the Stock-Yards had 
been using much more city water than they 


A verdict could not have been secured on it 
in a criminal cage, and it is doubtful whether 
it could have been in a civil suit. But Friday 
the men who have been working industrious- 
ly under Commissioner Kent's direction got 
what may be regarded as positive proof that 
one estabfmishment at least had been helping 
itself to city water without Jeave and had 
thus been able to make great economies in 
carrying on business. 

The fact that one concern has done this, 
or could have done so with the greatest ease, 
goes to strengthen the probability of others 
having done the same thing. The employés 
at one place are no more likely to be scrupu- 
lous than thoge at another. It is not necds- 
sary to assume that the proprietors of these 
houses had any knowledge of these possible 
thefts of water. It may have seemed odd to 
them sometimes that their water bills were 
so low, but the fact was not an unpleasant 
one and they did not feel called on to investi- 
gate the whys and the wherefores. It is 
very likely that zealous employés; eager to 
cut down expenses and not deeming it much 
of a crime to steal water which belonged to 


ployers would not have ordered them to do. 
It is certain that the quantity of water 
pumped into and consumed by somebody in 
the Stock-Yards district is about three times 
as great as the quantity paid for. Somehow 
or other the city revenues have been several 
hundred thousand dollars a year less than 
they should have been. If all the water used 
had been paid for the Water Department 


would not have been so hard up and the car- 


rying out of many much needed improvements 
would not have been postponed. 

The city ought to get “ihdemnity for the 
past and security for the future.“ The first 
of these is not so easy to obtain. There may 
be an abundance of moral proof, but a lack 
of legal proof. It must not be expected, 
therefore, no matter how much work is done 
by the men who are investigating for Com- 
missioner Kent, that great sums will be re- 
‘covered on account of the water which has 
been used and not paid for. But he can and 
will take measures to prevent the future 


| milking of the water mains in the Stock- 


Yards district. He will furnish the city with 
something which it has not now—a map 
which will show all the pipes which have been 
laid there, and he will devise means by which 
all the water flowing through those pipes is 
measured and paid for, The packers and 
others will codperate with him in this, for a 
failure to do so would be a confession that 
they had been robbing the city in ‘the past 
and hoped to be able to continue doing so. 


A GUESS AT THE POPULATION OF 1920.

More than this even: Mr. Corthell is not 
quite sure but that in about four decades 
Chicago will catch up with and pass London 
and be the leading city of the world. The 
Two Million club should elect Mr. Corthell 
as its perpetual President, or Chief Grand 
Boomer. Moderate-minded people will be 
quite satisfied if Chicago has four and a half 
smillions towards the close of the first quarter 
of the next century. They will not be anxious 
for more unless a great improvement in 
methods of municipal government is to ac- 
company a prodigious growth in population. 
It would be sad if eight million people had 
to be ruled by a Common Council marked 
by the peculiarities which distinguish those 
of this day. 

Mr. Corthell is oversanguine. He appears 
to have been influenced in making his calch- 
lations by the fact that the population was 
twice as large in 1890 as it was in 1880, with- 
out making allowance for the fact that that 
gain was due in part to the annexation of 
the surrounding towns which had for years 
been receiving the overfiow of Chicago, and 
for the further fact that the last census dea, 
ade was one of unbroken local and national 
prosperity...

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DEFENDER WINS. 

The first of the five races for America’s 
cup has been run.and Defender is the winner 
by eight minutes. The conditions at 
the outset were distinctly favorable for 
the British yacht. The forecast of 
the weather man, who had promised 
a good breeze, was not realized. The pros- 
pects were not bright for good racing 
weather. There had been a fairly strong 
blow in the night, which produced a rough, 
heavy groundswell. It was a cloudy sky, with 
indications of rain. The breeze had died 
down from fourteen to four miles an hour, 
with indications of dropping still lower. 
Seemingly it was the kind of weather Lord 
Dunraven wanted and the kind he had in 
view in the construction of his yacht. This 
much was in Valkyrie’s favor. It was also 


in its favor that it succeeded, apparently 


by expert maneuvering, in getting across 
the line first by five seconds, though De- 
fender speedily made up for the advantage. 


The start was made about 12:20 and at 12:27 
Valkyrie had begun to draw away from De- 


fender. By 1:12 p. m. Valkyrie appeared to 
have a lead of a quarter of a mile, but at 1:20 
Defender was doing better. At 1:30 the 
breeze had increased some and at 1:55 Vai- 
kyrie seemed to have increased ite lead to 
half a mile. From this time on, however, 
Defender gained upon Valkyrie with the 
wind gradually dying down, and when the 
yachts rounded the stake boat they were 
close together. The treacherous wind, how- 
ever, had fallen off so that they were nearly 
becalmed, The Englishman thus far had had 
everything in his favor, but Defender had 
done some splendid work, with the prospect 
at that time of a neck and neck race. On the 
home stretch, however, Defender acquitted 
itself well. It took the lead and not only 
kept it but increased it. 
elsewhere will tell the story. 

The race, however, is not yet won. The 
ownership of the cup is still in question. 
The next test will be made Tuesday of this 
week, when it is to be hoped: there will be a 
spanking sailing breeze. It is remarkable 
in view of past experiences at the Sandy 
Hoak course that Marblehead course is not 
selected for these international races. There 
is always a sailful of wind there, and usually 
all a yacht can stand up under. If the New 
York course is to be retained then steam or 
electricity should be the motive power. 
There is no use in having * races where

HARDIE AND THE RED FLAG. 

Mr. Keir Hardie when he is talking to 
workingmen has nothing to say about the 
red flag. He confines himself to glittering 
generalities and meaningless phrases, more 
or less distantly connected with the relations 
of labor and capital. When Mr. Keir Har- 
die is talking to newspaper men or to munic- 
ipalauthorities he disclaims any fondness for 
the red flag and apparently does not know 
there is such.an object in existence. Friday 
evening, however, Mr. Keir Hardie spoke to 
the Chicago Socialists under the auspices of 
such non-labor agitators as Neebe, Berlyn, 
and Britzius. Upon this occasion he came 
out in his true colors. The red flag was the 
object of enthusiastic apotheosis. Being 
among men opposed to work and in favor of 
having others work for them and of confis- 
cating their earnings, he had man to say 
about work. 

Mr. Keir Hardie is like the ae Be- 
ing among Reds he took the red color, and 
everything had the sanguine hue in his eyes. 
He acknowledged he once saluted the Stars 
and Stripes in London, but it is evident from 


his own language he only did so because he 


thought the country whose symbol it is is 
full of Socialists. Mr. Hardie says: “If a 
dozen stanch Chicagoans should fly the red 
banner—raise the standard and stand by it— 
it is my belief that all that is best worth hav- 
ing in this city would flock aroundit.” This 
shows that Mr. Keir Hardie has not read the 
story of Chicago aright. Most any school- 
boy here could have told him that story. It 
is only a handful of years ago that a dosen 
or more Chicagoans of alien birth did raise 
a red flag. There were several score of their 
kind that flecked around it and preached the 
destruction of property by the torch and the 
murder of citizens with the bomb. When 
they sought to put their doctrine into prac- 
tical operation the people of Chicago, in the 
persons of their gallant policemen, flocked 
round that red flag and tore it down, and the 
arch conspirators suffered, some on the gal- 
lows and others in the penitentiary. 

That is the kind of flocking round the red 
standard which happened in Chicago and 
which will happen again whenever that sym- 
bol of assassination and incendlarism is un- 
furled. As Mayor Swift said, There is mo 
room in Chicago forthe red flag. And there 
never will be. If Mr. Keir Hardie were not 
merely apostrophizing the red flag because 
he knew his auditors did not want to hear 
anything else, then he is densely ignorant of 
the sentiment of Chicago. 


THE 81 SLUGGING SEASON OPENS. 

The autumn days are coming. The wood- 
lands are preparing to don their brown cos- 
tumes, and the big-browed, eager students 
are preparing to revisit the stately homes of 
learning and of athletics. They are going 
there to receive instruction in those studies 
which are supposed to have a softening and 


refining influence on the youthful mind and 


But they are 
going there also to receive instruction in 
the science of football, devotion to which 
seems to bring out all the savagery there is 
in a boy and to obliterate the impression 
made by more polite studies.

take any action they ought to say so at 


the beginning of the season while the blood 
of the collegians is still measurably cool and 
before they have begun to taste the delights 
of battle. 

It is to be hoped they have all of them 
made up their minds that the excesses of 
football must be stopped. No one is making 
war on athletics. They have become a 
recognized and respected part of collegiate 
education. But a man can train his own 
body without assailing violently the bodies 
of others. He can take exercise without 
sending others to the hospital. Pastimes 
where a surgeon and an ambulance have to 
be on the ground should be discouraged and 
less sanguinary ones substituted for them. 
Those who are in charge of educational in- 
stitutions can do that if they choose, and 
they can do it without much of an effort. 
Parents will be delighted, and they are the 
ones whose feelings ought to be consulted. 


MEDDLING WITH ITALY’S POLITICAL 
RIGHTS. 


The intelligence will be received with as- 
tonishment that Archbishop Corrigan of New 
York in a few days will issue a circular to 
the priests of the archdiocese instructing 
them to set aside Friday, Sept. 20, as a day of 
prayer in the Roman Catholic Churches for 
the restoration of the temporal power of the 
Pope. Action of a similar sort has been in- 
augurated under the auspices of the Arch- 
bishop of St. Louis, and it is not unlikely 
that other Roman Catholic prelates will fol- 
low the example set by these two Arch- 
bishops. 

To put it in plain language, it will occur to 
the American people as well as to the great 
majority of the Roman Catholic laity thut 
these Archbishops are meddling with a mat- 
ter which is none of their business. They 
will fail to understand where American prel- 
ates get their right to interfere with the poli- 
tics of the Kingdom of Italy. The Italian 
people have just the government they want 
and the one which they themselves estab- 
lished twenty-five years ago when they 
united all the political portions of Italy into 
one nation and established their capital on 
the Seven Hills. At that time they guaran- 
teed to the Pope the largest degree of 
ecclesiastical liberty. They recognized him 
as the head of the.church. They offered him 
a large pension. They guaranteed him the 
free use of all the religious property of the 
city, but the old Rope was not satisfied. He 
wanted political rule as he had had it under 
French influence, but the people would not 
consent, nor have they consented under the 
present Pope. 

Of all places in the world free America is 
the last where people should take grounds 


‘against home rule in a foreign country, put 


themselves in direct conflict with the teach- 
ings of Christ to render unto Cesar the 
things which are Ceesar’s, ask American 
Roman Catholic citizens to assist in 
the dismemberment of Italy by dividing it 
into northern, southern, and papal sections, 
take away from the Italian people that city 
which they have changed from a papal farm 
into one of the finest of European capitals, 
and deprive them of their political rights. 
The action of the New York and St. Louis 
Archbishops is utterly improper and un- 
American. No enlightened American priest 
or Bishop should take such a position or 
show himself servile enough to obey such a 
command, even though it came from the 
Vatican. Why should the people ot the 
United States, where Church and State are 
separated, take any step towards making 
the State subordinate to the church in a for- 
eign land? If such a step be taken it will 


not be in accordance with the views of the 


american people or with those of the large 
majority of the laity of the Roman Catholic 
Church.

AWAY WITH BLOOMERS! 

Every man who has an eye for beauty will 
solemnly indorse the sentiments uttered 
about the hideous bags called bloomers by 
the physicians in convention in Detroit. Dr, 
Parker of Cleveland said he had viewed with- 
out a qualm death and disease in many horrid 
forms, but a woman wearing a garment like 
a pair of saddlebags made him both sick and 
sad.

IGNORANCE OF ELECTION JUDGES. 

The election judges and clerks who are to 
serve in New York City this fall are being 
examined now as to their fitness to do the.

This is the first time that fhe 
judges and clerks have been subjected to 
such a test. The election law which applies 
to Chicago says that the judges and clerks 
must be men “who can speak, read, and 
write the English language and be skilled im 
the four fundamental rules of arithme 
The law says also that persons who have 
been selected must appear before the Elec- 
tion Board for the purpose of examination. 
The law is specific enough, but when has 
there been.an examination to find out 
whether the men whose names were handed

anything about the first fundamental 
rule of arithmetic or the election law? 
Had there been such an examination last 
year there would not have been as many 
stupid, blundering officers at the polls last 
November.

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Return of Capitalists from Thetr Summer 
Outings Causes Greatly Increased Ac- 
tivity im Inquiries Through the City= 
Actual Sales Not Increased to Any 
| Marked Extent, Though All the Indi- 
cations Point to a Steady Growth Dur- 


‘ing the Months of Autamn and Winter. 


The return of property-owners and capi- 
talists from their summer absence is making 
real estate inquiries more numerous and 
prospective sales larger in number than they 
have been during the last few months. The 


doom which many of the operators 


have been predicting has not arrived, and 
there is no immediate prospect of any great 
activity in the real estate market. Surface

Chicago’s system of special assessments 
has come to be known as the most pernicious 
of any city in the dpuntry. Owing to the 
peculiar construction of the law an Alder- 
man can rush through at a single meeting of 
the City Council an ordinance for public im- 
provements the cost which will run well 
up into the hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Property-owners have no recourse, once an 
ordinance is passed and a contract let for the 
construction of the work. Under the system 
of collecting taxes an estimate is made of 
from 28 to SO per cent excess ot the esti- 
mated cost of the improvements. This is 
collected from the property-owners in yearly 
instalments, and whatever may be left over 
is returned to propertysowners in the shape 
of rebates. As a matter of fact, it is seldom 
that any rebate is made to property-owners, 
and whatever money is collected in excess of 
the contract price goes to the contractors 
for extra labor or on one pretext or another.

Kighty Thousand Dollar Transaction Is 
Closed-State Street §240.000 Contract. 

George W. Smith has bought from Eman- 
uel Frankenthal the property at Nos, 94and 
96 South Water street, having a frontage of 
40 feet and a depth of 58 feet. This property 
is 120 feet west of State street and has a south 
front. The consideration in the transfer 
was $80,000, being at the rate of $2,000 a 
front foot or $36.36 a square foot. The prop- 
erty is improved with a four-story brick 
building, which was not considered in the 
value established in the transaction. This 
property has been owned by Mr. Frankenthal 
for the last fifteen years, having been pur- 
chased by him for $24,000. The demand for 
South Water street property is apparently 
on the increase. 

The contract of sale mentioned previously 
in this article for State street property is 
one of the most important down-town trans- 
actions ofthe year. Orson B. Smith has con- 
tracted to sell 40 feet on the west side of 
State street, 100 feet south of Van Buren, for 
$240,000, or at the rate of $6,000 a front foot. 
The property has a depth of 100 feet, making 
the value $60 a square foot. It is now under 
a lease to Kohl & Middleton, which expires 
May, 1896, at an annual rental of $11,000. 
Mr. Smith admits the making of the contract 
of sale, but will not say to whom the prop- 
erty is to go. State street property in this 
vicinity has been held at from $6,000 to 
$6,500 a front foot. The sale is therefore 
practically at the usual figures. It is the 
first sale of State street property north of 
Congress street during the present year.

Legislature the dill was substantially satisfac- 
tory to all concerned in its preparation. After the 
introduction of the bill at Springfield it was 
brought to the notice of your committee that the 
contractors of the city who engage to do public 
work under the special assessment system had 
called a meeting to condemn the din 
and to set out to procure its defeat.

Afterwards, when on the Sanga, the na- 
tives cast a covetous eye upon a boy of the 
l.oanga tribe whom Mr. Ch ‘had with 
him as his body-servant and interpreter. 
This boy, Chiciah by name, was something 
ef a character. He broke Mr. Cherry’s 
watch to see the works go round; he whit- 
tled sticks with his razor, and, although he 
Woll knew the penalty he would have to 
pay, on more t one occasion. he put on 
his master’s clothes. Chiciah was plump 
and fat, and the natives felt him all over 
and grinned with delight. They offered a 
good price for him, bringing ivory, chickens, 


spears, and whatever they thought would 


be of value. When Mr. Cherry refused to 
part with him they became very angry, and 
crowded around him brandishing their 
spears, determined to take him by force. 
The poor lad was badly frightened. He un- 
derstood something of their e, and 
it was through him that Mr. Cherry got an 
inkling of eir . The frightened 
boy clung to his master, howling piteously. 
Unfortunately his camp was three miles dis- 
tant and they were unarmed. So recourse 
had to be taken to strategy. Mr. Cherry 
told the boy to say to them that as he was 
his interpreter he could not spare him, but 
if they would come down to the boats there 
was a boy there that he could sell to them. 
So they marched down, the boy helping to 
carry the purchase money. Imagine their 
chagrin when they were pointed to a poor, 
emaciated lad just recovering from an at- 
tack of smallpox and were told, Lou can 
have him for nothing.” They refused the 
gift with fine scorn, but the sight of the 
guns ready for action kept their anger in 
moderation. i 


In the party which went to the Aruwimi 
there was a young man named Migill, the as- 
sistant of 3 who had been placed at 
the Falls by the Belgian Government to see 
that Tippu Tib lived up to his agreement. 
Migill afterwards joined the ill-fated expe- 
dition under Hodister which was sent from 
Brussels by the Syndicat du Katanga to es- 
tablish trading posts on the Congo and 
Lomami Rivers. Light has been let in for 
the first time upon the history of that expedi- 
tion in an article on the death of Emin Pa- 
sha by R. Dorsey Mohun, United States 
Agent in the Congo Free State, in the Febru- 
ary Century Magazine for the present year. 

In the fall of 1890, just as young Cherry was 
entering Africa, the Congo Free State fitted 
out an expedition under the command of 
Capt. Van Kerckhoven to proceed to the 
Nile Valley for the purpose of opening up the 
country and of putting a check upon slavery. 
The expedition numbered 800 men. It en- 
tered the country westward of Mobecea, cut- 
ting its way through the most stubborn op- 
position. Rumors of the progress of the ex- 
pedition reached the Congo, and if one-half 
of the charges brought against it were true 
the doings of the Arab raiders were mildness 
itself compared with the cruelty of this Bel- 
gian officer. Some time before this Rashid 
had sent an expedition to follow Stanley’s 
trail, to search for the stores of ivory which 
he had reported as being in that district. 
They scoured: the country as far as the 
Belgian outpost on the Aruwimi, securing 
300 tusks. Van Kerckhoven. coming after- 
wards into the same region, and acting by 
the rule that might is right, appropriated to 
himself the store of ivory which Rashid's 


men had collected. "Rashid was enraged, . 


but being unprepared at the time to retaliate 
he nursed his wrath to keep it warm. And 
so it came to pass when the Katanga ex 
dition get out afterwards under Hodister the 
Arabs, burning for 
picked a quarrel with them, and, under the 
leadership of Manil Moharra, fell upon them 
unawares, cutting them to pieces. Hodister 
and Migill were captu , and at the insti- 
gation of Moharra their legs and arms were 
cut off, roasted, and eaten by the cannibals 
before their eyes. It was the same wild 
justice of revenge for the deeds of Kerck- 
hoven which, some time afterwards, led to 
the massacre of Emin Pasha. Conduct like 
that of Van Kerckhoven has caused much 
bad blood between the Arabs and the Bel- 
gians, and has made the name of King Leo- 
pold anything but fragrant. 

North of the Laomi, four days by boat from 
Boroko, tha party came to the first Arab 
settlement.

throughout the entire Congo region. When 
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account of his stewardship to the Dutch 
Trading company, the young Chicago ad- 
venturer was sent out for the purpose of 
operating in the region of the Upper Sanga. 
The Sanga, which is not found except in very 
recent maps of Africa, was at this time al- 
most unknown. Itisan important tributary 
of the Congo, which it joins somewhat west 
of Lukolela. For some distance from its 
mouth it is about as wide as the Mississippi 
at Burlington, Ia. The land through which 
it flows for the first 200 miles is low and 
swampy. In, two places it spreads out and 
forms inland lakes. Above this the scenery 
is exceedingly picturesque. There is one 
place where the waters have cut their way 
through solid rock for quite a distance. At 
this point the river is narrow and swift and 
is navigated with difficulty. The party 
pushed its way by steam launch up past the 
fourth degree to the falls or cataracts at 
which navigation stops. Beyond this the 
river had not, up to that date, been explored. 
Taking canoes the party for some days trav- 
eled still further up the river, trading by the 
way in the island villages. This district is 
in the French Congo. 

More recent explorers say that at the San- 
ga Mountains a people are found who live 
in underground dwellings. They penetrate 
a great‘distance into the sides of mountains 
that they may secure protection from their 
enemies, who are afraid to follow them into 
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traveler who is ever known to have pene- 
trated into this region before this time was 
Ferno, and his force was cut to pieces by the 
natives when it had reached Banya. 

The people in this part of the country have 
a very simple but efficient form of self-gov- 
ernment. Some of their laws are Draconic 
in their rigor, The laws against adultery 
are specially severe. Our party happened 
to enter one of their principal villages as a 
trial for adultery was going on; and the 
people bottled up their curiosity at the ad- 
vent of the white man until the trial Was 
finished. The court-house was a building 
erected across the main street of the village, 
and was used asa sort of club-house or com- 


mon loafing place for the men—the women do 


not loaf; they work. It was built of logs set 
in the ground and overlapping each other in 
an artistic and scientifſe manner. It was 
very strongly built, and was evidently meant 
to be the citadel of the village in the event of 
an attack. Ail the people of the village were 
present at the trial. The accused parties 
were bound from head to foot and lay upon 
their backs before the judges, The woman 
under trial was the wife of a Prince named 
Ingoko, Ingoko was the prosecutor. As he 
commenced his speech he held in his hand 
twelve sticks about the size of a lead-pencil. 
He was an eloquent speaker and had the 
people laughing and gnashing their teeth 
by turns. Sometimes he would pause and ask 
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tached to it a rope extending to the center of 
the village, so that at the approach of an 
enemy it could be securely closed. The na- 
tives had never seen a white man before and 
were overawed when Mr. Cherry dropped in 
among them unannounced. Thinking he had 
a force of men behind him, they blew their 
war horns and arranged themselves for bat- 
tle; but seeing that he was alone their mood 
suddenly changed. They thought he must 
be a superior being, a visitant from the celes- 
tial sphere. For a time they stood at a dis- 
tance from him. He took off his red waist- 
band and offered it to them. Aft first they 
would not touch it and he laid it upon the 
ground. Curiosity overcoming fear, they 
gradually drew nearer. Finding that no evil 
happened to them, they at length ventured 
to touch him. Then they examined him all 
over, laughing ta each other like children 
when they observed how like he was to 
themselves. Growing bolder, they pulled off 
his shoes and took hold of his toes, moving 
them around to see if they were like their 
own. Not satisfied with this they began to 
strip off the rest of his clothing. This was 
carrying things too far, and so at the risk 
of having some curious native try whether a 
spear would stick into his back he beat a 
hasty retreat. : 

One of the most powerful chiefs in this 
country was Mogonga, a man of herculean 
strength. Mr. Cherry says: “His people 
were kindly disposed, but were inclined tc 
be generous to themselves with my proper- 
ty. Things would disappear in the most mys- 
terious fashion. After a wholesale steal 
not a native made his appearance for several 
days. One morning Mogonga himself 
came to the camp. I was reading an illus- 
trated French paper at the time, and I in- 
vited him to look at the pictures. He waa. 
immensely interested, and uttered exclama- 
tions of surprise. Did you ever see any- 
thing like that?’ he would ask his attend- 
ants. Then he would look up and ask if all 
that was up there. I tried to explain that 
we were a ple from another part of the 
world; thaf we had come over in big canoes 
which could hold the whole of his tribe; L 
drew a picture of a ship and told him how 
many moons it took to cross the ocean and 
come to his country. I then showed: him 
some sleight-of-hand tricks, such as letting 
two of his men tie my thumbs together as 
tightly as they could; then, putting some- 
thing over my hands, I gave them a box on 
the ear with an invisible hand, and after 
that showed them my thumbs tied tightly 
together again. I also cut a rope and tied 
it together, making the knot d .

The only legal argument offered 
in rebuttal was taken trom Sec. 3, Art. I. of 
the Declaration of Rights of the State of 
Tennessee, which declares that no buman au- 
therity can in any case interfere with the 
rights of conscience, and no preference shall 
ever be given by law to any religious estab- 
lishment or mode of worship. Sabbath. 
breaking is not an indictable offense in Ten- 
nesses, but is punishable only by a small fine 
in a magistrate’s court. Therefore the prose- 
cutors availed thémselves of a legal strategy 
by incorporating in the charge of Sabbath- 
breaking that of committing a nuisance and 
corrupting the morals of the community. 

The Supreme Court of Tennessee had sev- 
eral times placed its construction on the law 
involved, und inasmuch as in the cases before 
him the proof was ample Juige Parks had no 
alternative than to instruct the jury in ac- 
corddnce with the repeated rulings of the 
higher body on the same law in trials of Ad- 
ventists in West Tennessee. A finding of guilty 
was returned in all nine cases tried. His 
Honor fined each man $2.50 and costs, but 
immediately remitted the fine, The prison- 
ers were well able to pay the costs, which 
ranged from $13.75 to $60, the indictments 
against some embracing several counts, but 
rather than acknowledge the righteousness of 
the law they went to jail. The following ex- 
tract from the charge of Judge Parks, who 
was personally strongiy in sympathy with the 
accused, fairly voices the feeling of the better 
element of tne people of Rhea County: 

Here we have a very respectable element 
of Christian believers who are honest, inof- 
fensive, law-abiding people in all matters not 
conflicting. with their sense of duty who be- 
lieve they are under divine command to ob- 
serve the severith day as the Sabbath. Asa 
matter of abstract, individual right can they 
be required to observe another day also. They 
claim that it is not only their right but their 
duty under divine comm to observe the 
seventh day. Calling them ‘cranks’ has 
nothing to do with the question. Jf there 
were only oue of them he would be entitled 
not only to his religious belief, but to the ex- 
ercise of that belief, so long as in so doing he 
did notinterfere with some natural right of 
his neighbors.

„The Prisoner of Zenda“ seems to ha vo 
proved a valuable addition to E. H. Sothern’s 
repertoire. It begins with a prologue, laid in 
London in 1733, which explains the likene 
bet ween Rassendyll and the King, whic 
the pivot of the play’s, as of the book’ K 
action. The rest is summarized as follows: 

At the beginning of the first act, time 1894, 
Rudolf Rassendyll is found in the Forest of 
Zenda, accompanied by Bertram, the young 
artist, mentioned in the book as infatuated 
with Antoinette de Mauban, In the play he 
is a light-hearted, simple-minded fellow, 
merely smitten by the lady. He is useful 
later in the needful mistaken identification of 
the prisoner in Zenda Castie with the missing 
Rudolf Rassendyll, and he has a humorous 
colloquy with Rudolf posing as the King. 

Antoinette and Princess Flavia are both 
strong roles, weil contrasted, and they have a 
scene together that is one of the best im the 

lay. In the climax of the penultimate act 

assetdyll confesses his identity to Flavia, 
but she still clings to him in her love.

La-u-la is the present 
ruler of Faleapuna, and his grandfather once 


owned as well as ruled Manono, and was one | 


of the most powerful of the Samoan chief- 
tains. * 

But a trifle less interesting is the wife of 
the famous chief, Toga. In Samoa the wom- 
en play second to no man. Their advice has 
a direct influence upon all the affairs of life, 
and so it is with this little delegation of 
Samoans so far from home. She largely di- 
rects her people here as to what they shall 
do and how they shall do it, and is looked up 
to for advice by all the others, She was 
born in Apia and was married to La-u-la 
three years ago. She is the only member of 
the party who speaks English: Her accent 
is perceptible, of course, but she servés very 
well as an interpreter. Both Toga and her 
husband were warm friends of Robert Louis 
sadly grieved 
when the news of his death reached them. 
She was a member of his household, and it 
was her people who built that great tribute 
to his memory—the Road of the Loving 
Heart. Her sister was, until a short time 
prior to Mr. Stevenson’s death, a member of 
the household at Vailima, the country plan- 
tation of the great novelist. 

Milo, the other woman pictured here, is a 
native of Savaii, the largest island. in the 
Samoan group, and is the happy wife of Se- 
mise. A week ago Milo presented her hus- 
band with a bouncing baby girl, born in CHI- 
cagg and undoubtedly the first Samoan baby 
born in the United States. The little one 
has a sleeping room underneath the stage 
upon which the ethnological congress is en- 
hibited, and sleeps there as peacefully as a 
kitten whilst the tomtoms of the natives are 
beating all day ahd the din is terrific.

He 
was reared in Fiji and is to all intents and 
pu ses a Fijian. He has visited‘ all the 
islarids in the group and knows Tonga and 
Samoa well. Later he held a position in the 
Colonial Government of Fiji, and has also 
sailed in trading vessels amongst the isl- 
ands. His race, or the race of his mother, 
was, until comparatively a few years ago, 
cannibalistic and ferocious. Cannibalism 
has been renounced only within the last ten 
years in the Fijian Islands and stories of it 
are still told to travelers at every hand. He 
is the leaGer of the dances which are given 
by his party. 

One of these dances is pictured here. It 


| represents a number of Gilbert Island war- 


fiors before their King asking permission 
to go to war. They extend the arms and 
beat upon the breast with the other hand, 
at the same time keeping up a rhythmatic 
chant, which grows louder as they proceed 
until it becomes little short of a fierce, gasp- 
ing yell. In it they tell their King what they 
will do in deeds of blood and how many heads 
they will carry back to him from the scene 
of strife. The dance is performed in the cir- 
cus tent every day and is one of the treats 
of the show. The Samoans also illustrate 
their peculiar dances and ceremonials. The 
‘paddle dance is usually given in their own 
country before visiting royalty. The war- 
riors dance and go through a manual of 
arms which, for perfection in execution, ca@n- 
not be excelled by our most expert soldiers. 
They believe this impresses the royal visitor 
with a sense of their perfection and awes him 
into being friendly, if he came otherwise 
disposed. 

Soli, who is portrayed by the side of So-sui, 
is a Fijian of the purest type and is also an 
interesting personage. He comes from the 
Island of Ova-lau, in the center of the Fijian 
group. ‘ 

Another picture shows a type of the Gu.

Exposition, not including the United States 
Government Building. These are all com- 
pleted and the work of installing the exhibits 
is progressing’ satisfactorily. Mr. C. A, 
Collier, the President and Director-General, 
is authority for the statement that every- 
thing in these buildings will be ready for in- 
spection opening day. The bufldings are of 
Romanesque design, for the most part, and 
are büllt with an idea of stability and sim- 
plicity in construction, the architectural 
features being produced more by outline and 
proportion than by ornamentation and de- 
tail. Ten of these buildings were designed 
by Bradford L. Gilbert of New York, they be- 
ing all but the Fine Arts Building, which was 
designed by Walter T. Downing of Atlanta, 
and the Woman's Building, which was de- 
signed by Miss Elise Mercer of Pittsburg. All 
of the buildings with the exception of the 
Woman's and Fine Arts Buildings, are of

The government exhibit, which has a build- 
ing of its own, is nearly installed. The State 
Department will be represented by an, ex- 
hibit which will present the history of: the 
United States and the workings of the State 
Department. A fac-simile of the Declara- 
tion of Independence will be on exhibitign, 
the desk on which it was written, a complete 
set of pictures of the signers, and many rare 
and interesting relics of Thomas Jefferson, 
who drafted the document. Letters to the 
diplomatic officers and documents of the con- 
sular service will illustrate the inner work- 
ings of this department. Historical docu- 
ments and pictures well also find a place 
there, such as early treaties with foreign 
powers, treaties for the purchase of terri- 
tory, letters from Napoleon Bonaparte, and 
later State documents, including the nullifi- 
cation proclamation and the emancipation 
document. The Interior Department will 
display in this build exhibits from the 
Patent Office, the Bureau of Education, the 
Indian offices, and exhibits from the Yellow- 
stone National Park. ees

Operative exhibits of this character have 
been secured from which visitors can see the 
practical application of all forms of, work 
done by woman for her own support in the 
higher grade of artistic effort. very de- 
partment of work in which woman is en- 
gaged from the most practical to the most 
ener is illustrated in the Woman's Build- 
ng. 

Another special feature will be an opera- 
tive exhibit illustrating the ‘training of the 
blind in industrial work. This was made 
quite a feature of the Paris Exposition, and 
it is the purpose of the Cotton States and In- 
dustrial Exposition to have this exhibit 
prominent in the Woman's Building. Here 
the blind will manufacture various articles, 
showing their wonderful skill in a thousand 
different lines of practical work. 
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The Committee on Industrial Art for the 
Woman's Board, of which Mrs. Clark How- 
‘ell is Chairman, has secured a novel exhibit. 
In the gallery of the Woman’s Building will 
be a series of pretty booths and dainty 
‘kiosks, which will be tenanted by women of 
‘foreign lands, and will display the special 
wares and industries they represent. ere 
‘will be lacemakers, wood-carvers, glass 
decorators, embroiderers, carpet weavers, 
drawn-work artists, repousse professionals, 
and the like. | 
Another interesting attraction in this 
building will be a calehdar of Southern 
‘beauties, exquisitely printed, in which each 
month is represented by a typical belle of 
one of the Southern States. The original 
‘pictures are large water colors painted by 
Mrs. Caroline C. Lovell. They will be hung 
in the art gallery in that building. Among 
other things of historic interest will be ex- 
hibited a typical block-house, such as the 
Tennesseeans used for fortresses during the 
Indian wars, when Tennessee was on the 
‘frontier.

A man in the street has seen a carriage 
with a trunk on top pass; he gives chase, 
sometimes running a mile, even two miles, 
and arrives at the pension door simultane- 
ously with the carriage. You see your 
trunk carted up the stairs by two men and 
in the wisdom born ef French novel reading 
you suppose them to be the concierge and 
his son-in-law. The son-in-law soon develops 
into an execrable villain who demands three 
francs for his share of the trunk lifting 
ceremony. You will see the concierge later. 
Now it is human nature to part with an eye 
tooth more easily than to give those partic- 
ular three francs—but you are a gudgeon 
and hooked. The unknown genius looks 
threatening and sinister; the concierge, 
standing in the background, is biding his 
time; and madame waves her gloved hands 
in token of the laborer is worthy his hire.“ 

You say Ciel!“ 
_There are three or four pensions in Paris 
that rank in accommodations and prices with 
the best hotels. These are conducted by 
French gentlewomen with daughters, gen- 
erally literary women with a taste for finance. 
Their houses have steam heat, a lift, men 
servants in colored liveries, and all the ap- 
pointments of a palace. They run the inati- 
tutions with the left hand and indite femi- 
nine war cries for the magazines with the 
right hand. These pensions, although ex- 
tremely comfortable, are neither flesh, fish, 
nor fowl. The table is Franco-American, 
and the table talk is English. 

And now for a representative “pension de 
famille’ where there is no affectation of 
its not being a business enterprise and where 
all nationalities are welcomed impartially. 
Such form a liberal education. 

We will go to one in the Champs Elysées 
quarter well known to Americans for its 
good cheer. I have seen at one time at this 
table d’hdéte cousins of the royal family of 
Spain, a Portuguese Count and Countess, a 
Greek diplomat, a Belgian Baron, a French 
Countess, a South American heiress, a Polish 
gentleman, a Persian General, and a dozen 
Anglo-Saxons as fraternal as chickens in one 
coop. The house, being on a corner, has 
views, sunshine, and is well appointed and 
immaculate. Single rooms the size of a 
match-box are seven francs a day, and the 
more commodious are twelve. The guests 
pay for light, fuel, and towels in excess of 


i two a week according to their capacity. 


When madame is not polishing, Gusting, and 
following up her eight domestics she is in 


her bureau“ putting a long tall to your 


weekly account. If you have any talent 
whatever for being comfortable this is the 
best part of the bill—for the patronne. The 
service from the garcons, who wear at all 
times dress suits and white ties, is perfect, 
as are the ministrations of the chamber- 
maid and “chamber-man.” It is odd to have 
a man acting in this humble capacity, but 
you soon get accustomed to him, as he is 
always & booby of foolish good nature. 
Every pair that waits on you receives five of 
your francs per month for service, to be di- 
‘vided at thelr pleasure. Ten dollars a month 
is enormous wages for a chamber-maid, 
and in some countries, Belgium and Ger- 
many, they do not get more than $3. They 
must be feed. 

But to return to Numero 8 Rue C——. The 
ménage is such a perfect piece of mechan- 
ism, running like a clock and never missing 
a tick, that you want to know something 
more about the woman who winds it up and 
keeps the machinery in motion. You never 
see her offically except Sundays, when she 
stands in a mighty silk with jewels galore 
near the dining-room door. She has a black 
mustache and is as red as the rose on her 
corsage—saying with all kinds of shading: 
„Bon jour, mesdames—bon jour, mademoi- 
selle—bon jour, messieurs.“ You learn that 
she was a peasant who came to Paris ten 
years ago inn wooden shoes, without a sou. 
By shrewdness, thrift, and good judgment 
she is now worth a half million of francs. 
You don’t doubt it for a moment, you who 
never realized the meaning of the words 
economy and thrift until you saw Mme. 
D—— and her model doll-house pension. 

No fires are lighted in the house, the 
kitchen not excepted, until 11 o’clock a. m., 
and all are extinguished as soon as the last 
course is served for dinner. The food is all 
of the best, but that is always the cheapest 
in the end. The femme de chambre appears 
each morning when you press an electric 
button with the plateau,“ bearing coffee, 
three rolls, three lumps of sugar, and a pat 
of sweet butter. There are always four 
courses served at half after 12, and seven 
courses for dinrier. There are no fluctua- 
tions, no variations, no great feasts, no dire 
famines: Things are monotonously good. 
You know if you have at dinner roast tur-
